This is tnu general feeling apparently of 


the public mind, and thoso organs of pub- 
lic opinion which are iu touch with tho 
government have undoubtedly sought to 
deepen this impression. But this still 
leaves unexplained the unsontrad'ctod as- 
sertion that the Germnu government did 
apply to Portugal for permission to pass 
marines through Portuguese territory at 
Delagoa bay to tho Transvaal, cor doea it 
ixplain tho unflagging preparation of war 
material and equipment of war forcos in 
England. Of more foroa seems the argu- 
ment of some newspapers that the waver- 
ing support of Russia and Francs has ad- 
monished tlie German war loid that tho 
interpretation put upon his message by 
England was putting him into a hazard- 
ous position 
Whether this or some other considera- 


tion has altered the situation, it is certain 
that the diplomatic agents of all the gov- 
ernments of Europe have besn kept busy 
in tte last few weaks and ife is expected 
that the full result of there labors is not 


• yet in the knowledge of the public. 


The first feslmg of .assurance over the 


bsfeter' situation of the relations with Ger- 
many is met by notes of warning that 
there are still possible seeds for much ran- 
cor and danger in the situation in tho 
Transvaal, and the Venezuelan question 
is, after all, nofc yet settled, nor any basis 
agreed upon for its settlement. 


Interest in the groai naval preparations, 


however, continued to absorb the public 
inind. At' "Woolwich the great arsenal, 
covering 100 acres of groond, is receiving 
constant additions to its great store of 
naval material, and tho activity in all de- 
partments there is unabated.

L ondon, Jan 14.— It seems pretty well 
established In tho public m ind th at Em- 
poror William did not mean to threaten 
war upon England by his message of sym- 
paMiy to President Kruger, of Transvaal, 
and tho reports which wero circulated a 
few days ago of an European alliance back 
of G-ermany and against England ilnd lit­ 
tle further c?edonce. It seems to be ac­ 
cepted that tho German emperor simply 
intended to express his own opinion of tho 
Jam eson raid in tho message, and tho 
temporary sentim ent of irritation which 
It caused him. 


This is thu general feeling apparently of 
the public mind, and those organs of pub­ 
lic opinion which arc in touch w ith tho 
government have undoubtedly sought to 
deepen this impression. 
B ut this still 
leaves unexplained tho uncontradictcd as­ 
sertion that tho Gorman governm ent did 
apply to Portugal for permission to pass 
marines through Portuguese territory at 
Delagoa bay to tho Transvaal, nor does it 
ixplain tho unflagging preparation of w ar 
m aterial and equipment of war forces in 
England. Of more forca seems the argu­ 
m ent of some nowspapers th at tho waver­ 
ing support of Russia and France has ad­ 
monished tho Gorman w ar lord th at tho 
Interpretation put upon his message by 
England was putting him into a hazard­ 
ous position. 


W hether this or some other considera­ 
tion has altered tho situation, it is certain 
th at the diplomatic agents of all tho gov­ 
ernm ents of Europe havo been kept busy 
in tho last few weeks and it is expected 
th at tho full result of their labors is not 
•yet in the knowledge of tho public. 


The first fowling of assurance over the 
bettor situation of tho relations w ith Ger­ 
many ia mot by notes of w arning th at 
there are still possible seeds for m uch ran­ 
cor and danger in the situation in tho 
Transvaal, and tho Venezuelan question 
is, after all, not yet settled, nor any basis 
agreed upon for its settlement. 


Interest in tho groat naval preparations, 
however, continued to absorb tho public 
mind. At* Woolwich the great arsenal, 
covering 100 acres of ground, is receiving 
constant additions to its great store of 
navai material, and tho activity in all de­ 
partm ents there is unabated. The torpedo 
factory is increasing its output and tho 
men in th at departm ent are working m any 
hours overtime. Tho torpedoes, as fast as 
manufactured, are dispatched to Ports­ 
mouth and Dover, the former the principal 
naval station of England w ith a fortified 
harbor that will float tho wholo of the En­ 
glish navy, and the latter tho chief i^ort uf 
communication between England and tho 
continent. 


An editorial in Tho Timos this m orning 
suggosts th at a strong hint from tho 
United States to President Crespo would 
bo opportune to convince him of tho gro­ 
tesqueness of tho idea that America will 
support any demands Venezuela chooses 
to make. “England,” say« Tho Timos, “is 
willing for any direct settlem ent, but 
Venezuela m ust take tho initiative. Tho 
obvious course is for Venezuela to ask tho 
United States to place hor once more in 
communication with Groat B ritain. 
If 
President Cleveland acceded to such a re­ 
quest it would go far to restore the feel­ 
ings of am ity that subsisted between Eng­

In the varied 
industries of our cities, where manv 
workers are employed at night and 
must sleep by day, further evidence 
could doubtless be found that the time 
whep eleep is obtained has not the in- 
fluence upon health and longevity for- 
merly attributed to it. 


noy at the Virginia Home for 
Incurables in Richmond re- 
cently recalls one of the most 


remarkable street duels in the history 
of Virginia. 
The participants be- 


longed to old and well-known Virginia 
families, and they fought with bowie 
knives and revolvers. 


Dr. Flournoy was born in Charlotte 


County, Virginia, and was reared un- 
der the strict influence and discipline 
of the Presbyterian Church. He came 
of a proud family of Virginians who 
scrupulously preserved their self-re- 
spect at all times, and were guided by 
the laws of honor as they were taught 
in Virginia under what is now known 
as the old regime. 


At the time of the duel Dr. Flour- 


noy was a medical student at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 
At the same in- 


stitution was his friend and kinsman, 
Thomas Carrington, of Arkansas. The 
latter's father was a member of the 
well-known Virginia family of that 
name. 
Flournoy and Edgar Garth 


were the principals. 
Garth belonged 


to the daring family of that name who 
have been known in Aibemarle, Va., 
for years through their fearlessness, 
coolness, and love of adventure. Both 
of the duellists were cool, skilful and 
determined, and the fight ended only 
after Garth had fallen to the ground 
from loss of blood and was thought to 
be dying. 


A few months before Dr. Flournoy's 


death he told the story of the duel to 
an intimate friend. 
One morning 


early in April, 1854, Flonrnoy and 
Carrington were crossing the street 
from the "old book store" to the uni- 
versity grounds, just as Edgar Garth, 
with a friend named. Frye, were driv- 
ing a herd ot cattle over the walk. 
Carrington kicked one of the cows 
from his path, whereupon Garth swore 
at the young student. He dismounted 
and dared the two students to leave 
the campus. Without much further 
ado the fight began with an attack up- 
on Carrington by Garth, while Frye 
faced Fioarnoy. 
The latter soon 


broke Frye's nose witn a brick, and 
then turned his attention to Garth, 
who had downed Carrington and was 
beating him fiercely. With his last 
brick Flournoy struck Garth, who 
beat a retreat. 
Garth left, vowing 


vengeance upon Flouruoy for inter- 
fering-. 


Those who knew Garth's reputation

as a fighter felt certain of more 
trouble, so that when, three weeks lat- 
er, he sent tbe two students word to 
meet him and his friend on Sunday 
morning to fight it out, they were not 
at all surprised. Flournoy and Car- 
rington armed themselves went to the 
place appointed for the combat and 
waited several hours, but to no pur- 
pose. 
Early on Monday morning 


Garfch sent wordthatif Flournoy came 
to town that day he intended whip- 
ping him. Borrowing a bowie knife 
from a fellow student, Flournoy, ac- 
companied by Carrington, who was 
armed with a revolver, went to the 
old Monticelio House, opposite the 
Court House. While standing at the 
desk, with his back to the door, Garth 
with two of hisbrothersandtwo other 
friends walked up, and, touching him 
on the shoulder, said : 


"You have got to take a cursing or 


fight." 


The reply of the wiry little Virgin- 


ian was: 


"I believe I'll fight/' 
Both drew their long, sharp knives, 


and the fight was under way. At al- 
most the first lunge Flournoy's knife 
found its way to his opponent's collar 
bone and glanced. 
Gradually he 


forced Garth out into the street. A 
moment later he made a desperate 
lunge at Garth, and drove his Knife 
through the man's right lung, the 
point coining out under the shonlfler. 
Garth then broke loose and drew a re- 
volver. 
All through tbe fight up to 


this point Carrington, with drawn re- 
volver, had kept Garth's friends from 
coming to his assistance. Dr. Flour- 
noy afterward said this saved his life. 


In the early part of the fight Flour- 


noy's knife had cut open Garth's front 
pocket, from which a revolver had fall 
en out. 
This weapon was picked up- 


by Carrington, and when later Garth 
began firing, Carrington handed the 
weapon to Flonrnoy, who immediate- 
ly opened fire upon Garth, and put a 
bullet in his breast After emptying 
this weapon Flournoy advanced again 
to close quarter. Garth's revolver was 
empty, and his opponent 
unhurt. 


With the blood streaming from his 
breast and eide, and with Carrington 
standing by with drawn revolver to 
prevent Garth's friends and brothers 
from interfering, the two combatants 
resumed the fight with their knives. 
Garth was wounded in three places. 
The blood began to gush from hisi 
month. With intense hatred he be- 
gan slashing desperately at his op- 
ponent, who, with coolness and re- 
markable skill, defended himself trom 
the strokes of his opponent's weapon. 
Several more passes were made, and 
Flonrnoy then made a sweep that dis- 
emboweled his adversary. 


At that moment a policeman rushed 


up and arrested Flournoy. Tbe of* 


ment Eugene Garth ran up and cried: 


"You have killed my brother, and I 


will kill you." 


"Waving his weapon over his head, 


yonng Flournoy replied: 


"I will kill yon, too, if you come 


nearer." 


Then it was that Woods Garth, the 


other brother of the wounded man, 
snapped his revolver at Flonrnoy, but 
the weapon failed to fire. Flonrnoy 
was put in jail, and was bleeding pro- 
fusely from slight wounds from Garth's 
knife. The news of the fight spread 
like wildfire, and soon hundreds of 
students surrounded the jail. Many 
were admitted to see Flournoy. Four- 
teen of his wounds were in his left, or 
guard, arm, and one in his back. Hia 
wounds were not very serious. 
In 


two days he was released, as it was 
proved that he was not the aggressor. 
He recovered from his wounds in a 
short time. 


Garth, meantime, was lying at the 


point of death, as he and others 
thought, and had declared his wish 
that Flourcoy be not prosecuted, as 
the fight was a fair one, and he was 
the aggressor. He lived many years 
afterward, but never wholly recovered 
from the eflects of his wounds. Many 
students accused Carrington of having 
shown the white feather, 
but Dr. 


Flournoy declared that Carrington 
had saved his life. 


When informed of the difficulty be- 


tween his son and Dr. Flournoy and 
the facts connected with it, Garth's 
father, although his son's life was de- 
spar°d of, at once offered himself as 
surety to prevent Flournoy from be- 
ing sent to prison. Within two days I 
after the difficulty occurred Dr. Flour- 
noy was sent for by the wounded 
man's father, and was introduced to 
yonng Garth's mother and other mem- 
bers of her family, and a bond of 
friendship was established between 
the two antagonists with the family of 
one 
assembled 
around: what was 


thought to be his deathbed. Garth 
recovered, but has been dead for some 
years. 


More than twenty years ago tbe dis- 


ease from which Dr. Flournoy died 
developed as a result ot the wounds 
which he received in the bloody duel. 
For years he was an invalid, and ap- 
peared much older than he was. 
It 


was with some difficulty that he related 
the facts in this duel. He came of a 
family who were strangers to fear. 
During the first years of the late war 
he was a dashing Captain of the Char- 
lotte Cavalry, and in the latter part of 
the war was field surgeon in the Army 
of Northern Virginia. His life and 
character were adorned by the virtues 
that belonged to the men who gave 
Virginia 
a distinct 
individuality 


among the States of the Union. 
His 


sufferings were borne for twenty years 
without complaint.—New York Sun.

BOAT POE LAND AW) ffATEB. 


An Amphibian Veuel That Accom- 


plishes Wonder* on Shore. 
' 


An "ainpnibioiu boat," now in 


practical 
operation in 
Denmark. 


would seem to hare pared the way 
for a eolation of the problem involved 
in the operation of boata on the Upper 
Nile, the headwaters of the Missouri 
or other streams that are at times un- 
navigable by reason of shoals and 
cascades. 


The idea of a boat that could be 


need as a carriage or ran on rails over 
dry land was broached many years 
ago, but the scheme was looked upon 
as impracticable. 


^This latter-day 
"amphibian," of 


which an illustration is given, is no 
longer an experiment. It is a com- 
mercial success, and carried during 
the past summer 20,000 passengers. 


This odd-looking craft is used on 


two large lakes situated twelve miles 
from 'Copenhagen. 
The bodies of 


water are known as Fare So and the j 
Farum So, and are divided by a nar- 
row strip of land 1100 feet in width. 


It is to cross this isthmus that the 


boat leaves the water and for the time 
being is a locomotive. It is practical, 
although somewhat cumbersome. The 
inventor is a Swede and the boat was 
built in Sweden. It is a small pass- 
enger steamer, forty-six ieet in length 
and nine feet six inches beam, drawing 
from three feet to three feet six 
inches, according to the load. Her 
full complement of passengers is sev- 
enty. When loaded she weighs about 
fifteen tons.

Two hand levers 
serve to control the boat when on its 
land journey, viz., one to set in motion 
the wheel shaft by means of an ordin- 
ary shifting clutch and the other to 
apply a simple brake to the back 
wheels when the boat is about to re- 
launch itself. 


The rails used are of regulation 


Danish pattern and the gauge is four 
feet two inches. The wheels carry two 
flanges and their bearing surface is 
considerably wider than the rails on 
which they run. 


When nearing the land the boat is 


guided into a funnel shaped dock, 
which gradually tapers down to a 
width only two inches greater than 
that of the boat. When the narrowest 
portion of the dock is reached, the 
boat enters a short parallel dock of 
the same width and is allowed to ad- 
vance slowly until the front wheels 
touch the rails, which extend below 
the water level for the purpose. Im- 
mediately the wheels are throvrn into 
gear and the boat begins its ascent- 
It is assisted by the propeller, which 
is in play. 


In due time the back wheels find 


their way to the rails, and the boat ad- 
vances on its upper course at the rate 
of about two nundred feet to the 
minute, vibrating somewhat, of course. 
After reaching the top o* the grade, 
the brake is applied with sufficient 
friction to make it necessary to use 
the motive power for driving the 
wheels, and tbe vessel launches itself 
quite naturally into the lake with a 
gentle splash and lesumes its course.

great injury upon overy interest of our 
country, which it has boon tho mission of 
Democracy to advanco, and will result in 
lasting disaster to our party organization. 


"Thoro is little hopo that as a means of 
success this free silver proposition, after 
its thorough discussion during a political 
campaign, will attract a majority of tho 
voters of tho country. It must bo that 
many of tho illusions influencing those 
now relying upon this allcgod panacea for 
thoir Ills will bo dispelled before the tiino 
comes for them to cast thoir ballots, which 
will express thoir sober second thought. 
Tho adoption by tho Democracy of this 
proposition would, I believe, give to our 
opponents an advantage both in the 
present and future which they do not de­ 
serve. 


“My attachment to true Democracy is so 
strong that I consider its success as identi­ 
cal with tho promotion of tho country’s 
good.

No American Need Lone for Object* 


of Veneration at Home. 


' We are accustomed to speak of every- 
thing la America as brand-new. It 
smells to us of varnish more than any 
thing else, and when we go abroad we 
say of buildings and of institutions, 
"Alas, we have notkinir at all of this 
sort In America!" There is truth in 
this, and yet perhaps we do not suffi- 
ciently realize how long our American 
civilization has been growing, and 
how much of the world's history has 
been made In the last 250 years. It is 
Interesting to find a suggestion of tbis 
' nature emanating: from so thoroughly 
English a source as the London Spwta- 
tor, the attention of which lias bopn 
drawn to the age of our American col- 
leges by a book of Illustrations of out 
university buildings. 


Let us follow out this suggestion, 


and, taking Harvard University as a 
measure of age, see where the world 
was standing at the time of tho foun- 
dation of that institution. This was in 
1638. Charles I. was on the throue of 
England. Cromwell was a youn? m.au, 
"guiltless of ,his country's blood," iind 
had just been turned back front his 
plan of coming to America. The face of 


' Germany was then desolated wish tbe 
Thirty Years' war. Richelieu had just 
formed the French Academy, aud was 
In the zenith of his power. The Span- 
ish inquisition was pursuing its relent- 
less work, and Galileo was yet busy 
with his literary labors. It was sixty 
years before Peter the Great applied in 
London for his naval apprenticeship, 
and nearly 100 years before Frederick 
the Great came into his inheritance. 
We are apt to think of English litera- 
ture as ante-dating our American civ- 
ilization; yet at the time the New World 
had taken on the educational and mor- 
al strength which gave us Harvard Col- 
lege, English literature was practically 
unwritten, if we except Chaucer, Spen- 
ser and Shakspeare. "Paradise Lost" 
was only a dream of Milton, who was 
SO years old in 1638, and then began his 
continental Journeys. Dry den was 6 
years 61d; Eunyan was 10, with no 
thought of serving under Cromwell 01 
being jailed for his views. Pope, Swift, 
Addison, Bolingbroke, Bishop Berke- 
ley, were yet unborn. 


These reflections show us how large 


a part of human history belongs t6 the 
period since the foundation of our old- 
est university. Into the life of this 
young and growing republic all thes 
things entered—the growing haired o 
absolutism, the spread of religious tol 
eration, the literary inspiration of Mil 
ton's day, the artistic spirit that breath 
ed from St Peter's dome. The Ameri 
can of"to-day need not lack for object* 
of veneration in his own country. It i 
old enough. Its founders and those 


i who have preserved it with sufferings 
' and death, and sometimes harder ser- 
vice of living effort and denial, hav. 
left bright spots in the dark and devious 
stragglings of the human race. Tc 
emulate rather than to disparage theii 
character and sen-ice Is. the duty am 
privilege of the inteligent patriot of to- 
day. Moreover, to consider the mattei 
from another point of view, the para, 
dox is true that, if we are to look t« 
antiquity, the present age is the old- 
est.

An important amendment has been 


attached to the pension appropriation 
b-11, which, if passed, will cause all 
all pensions granted under the Act of 
June 2;th, 1890, lo date from the day 
of the filing of the first application. It 
has been the practice of the Pension 
Bureau to date all pensions under the 
new law from the day of filing the last 
application, and under this rule the 
soldier is deprived of the arrears that 
might have accumulated between the 
date of his first and his last -applica- 
tion. 
The proposed act of congress is 


intended to correct this injustice, and 
to make every pension date from the 
day of first application, and of course 
the pensioners, whose claims have been 
settled under the present rule will get 
the arrears due them.

Himes, also a man of great business 
prominence, was the sou of Frarcis 
Hnnes, of Hanover, and his mother 
was a daughter of Daniel Baruitz. In 
his early life, he learned the trade of 
tanning, first in Hanover, and subse- 
quently in York and Philadelphia, be- 
coming an expert in Ihe manufacture 
of leathers of the highest grades. Af- 
ter an extended trip through the "Far 
West" of that day, as far as Chicago, 
then a trading post, riding hundreds 
of miles on horseback, he engaged for 
a short time in merchandizing at Ic- 
tercourse, Lancaster county, but soon 
left to assist bis father in the man- 
agement of his growing business in- 
terests 
In this school bj contact 


with prominent lawyers and business 
men, he acquired a practical business 
education that made his judgement 
unusually broad and sound. 
Among- 


those with wbom be was particularly j 
intimate was Thaddeus Stevens, in 
bis eaily career as lawyer and politi- 
tician ia Adaius cc,unty, not only as a 
trusted legal counsellor, but as s busi- 
ness associate of his father. He was 
;he ardent admirer and persistent po- 
itical friend ol the o!d Commoner, to 
he last, and was fail of reminiscenses 
of those earlier days of warm politi- 
cal contes+s over the questions of pub 
he schools, slavery, &c. 


He was engaged at one time ic op 


eratiug Margaretta Furnace, in York 
county, and this property remains as 
portion of his estate, although the 
furnace has been dismantled as out 
of competition with more favorably 
located works. Tbe property origin- 
ally comprised Woodstock "Furnace 
Forge, a flouring mill, ore banks, &c, 
the half interest of which belonging 
to his father's estate he purchssed. 
His excellent judgement ot tbe value 
and capabilities of real estate of all 
dt-scriptious made him a frequent pur- 
chaser and at titm-s on alarpepcale 


Forfoity years he WHS a director 


of the York & Petersburg Turnpike 
Company, aud for fitii-eu y<-ars Pres 
idcnt of the Petersburg an<i Otfrs- 
Lurg Turnpike Company. At tne 
time of his death Le was Vice Pies 
ideut of the Gettysburg National 
Bank, of which be bad been a Dircc- 
tor far more than half a century, and 
meeting of whose board seldom occur- 
red without his presence. In loecl 
affairs Mr. Himes always took a deep 
and active interest. Even uuder tbe 
weight of years his mind was active 
and unclouded, and wben fur a few 
months he was cyaSuerl to the house 
his intelligent initi est iu everything 
continued unabated. 


He was president of the first build- 


ing and loan association evf-r organ- 
ized here, in which $60,000 wcr* han- 
dled without tbe loss of a peunv and 
without a suit to any stockholder. 
When the boronsjh was organized in 
1874 he was among the first to be 
elected to tbe Town Council, and was 
continued in that oSict; for a number 
of years. He was one of the jccorpor- 
ators of the New Oxiord Cemetery As 
Eociation, ai:d was its president for 
ten years.

USES OF ABESTOS. 


Being- Incombustible, It !• « Valuable 


Compound in Many Industries. 
Asbestos Is a wonderful substance. 


The name comes from a Greek word 
meaning inconsumable. Fire will not 
burn It, acids will not gnaw it, vveatlier 
will not corrode It It is the paradox 
of minerals, for It Is quarried Just like 
marble. The fibers of which it is com- 
posed are soft as silk and flue and 
feathery enough to float on water. Yet • 
!a the mines they are so compressed 
Chat they are hard and crystalline like 
stone. 
Although the substance has 


been known for ages in the form of 
mountain cork or mountain leather, 
comparatively little has been learned 
as to its geological history and forma- 
tion. A legend tells how the Emperor 
Oharlemagne, being possessed of a ta- 
blecloth woven of asbestos, was accus- 
tomed to astonish his guests by gather- 
Ing It up after the meal, casting it into 
t!he fire, and withdrawing it later, 
cleansed, but unconsumed. 
Yet, al- 


though the marvelous attributes of as- 
bestos) have been known for so long, 
they were turned to little practical use 
until about twenty years ago. Since 
that time the manufacture of the mate- 
rial lias grown until it can take its place 
with any of the industries of this coun- 
try. Indeed, so rapid lias been its pro- 
gress and development that there is 
almost no literature of any kind on the 
subject, and, to the popular mind, it is 
still one of those inexplicable things. 


Up to the late '70's nearly all the as- 
} 
bestos used to come from the Italian 
i 


Alps and from Syria, but one day ex- \ 
plorers discovered a rich deposit in the 
eastern township of Quebec. Compan- 
ies were formed, and, in 1879, the mines 
were opened. Remarkable as It may 
seem, however, although the Canadians 
started factories, in the operation of 
which they were substantially backed 
by English capital, it was an American 
concern, with headquarters in New 
York, that developed the industry most 
rapidly. The company has now grown 
so large that it has branches in nearly 
all of the large cities of the' country 
and the machinery used is specially 
made and peculiarly adapted to the 
manufacture of asbestos articles. There 
are also a large number of factories in 
England. The veins of chrysotile, as 
the Canadian asbestos- is called, are 
from two to four inches iu thickness, 
and are separated by thin layers of 
hornblende crystals. 
The nearer to 


the surface the vein runs, the coarser 
are the fibers and the less valuable. The 
mining is done by the most improved 
machinery. Holes are drilled in long 
rows into t'he sides of the cliffs by 
means of steam drills. They are then 
loaded with dynamite and exploded 
simultaneously in suHi a way that a 
whole ledge of the rock falls at once. 
Then the workmen break out as much 
of the pure asbestos as possible, load it 
into tubs or trucks, which are hoisted 
out and run along to the "cobhouse." 
Here scores of boys are kept busily em- 
ployed crumbling or "cobbling" the 
pieces of rock away from the asbes- 
tos and throwing the good fiber to one 
side, where It is placed in sacks for 
shipment to the factory. The greatest 
work in connection with the mining of 
asbestos is in disposing of the waste 
rock and the refuse of the quarry. Only 
about one-twenty-fifth of the material 
quarried as real asbestos, and the rocky 
parts have to be carried to the dumps 
at great expense. 
As the asbestos 


comes from the mine it is of a greenish 
hue, and the edges are furred with loose 
fibers. The more nearly white asbestos1 
Is the better its grade. The length of 
fiber is also of great Importance, the 
longest being the most valuable. From 
the mines the asbestos is taken to the 
manufactories in the United States.— 
Engineer.

BlTTEB LOSES IN WEIGHT. 


Tbe best time to sell batter is when 


it is first rnaJe. The longer it is kept 
the larger its deterioration both in 
quality and quantity. It may sur- 
prise some persons to know that but- 
ter loses in weight, and if much ex- 
posed to the air this loss is a material 
one when the price is high. There is 
some water in all butter and as the air 
evaporates its place is filled by air. 
This introduces germs into the butter 
and injures its keeping qualities — 
•Boston Cultivator. 


SALT AS A PKESEBVATIYE. 


Many people imagine that the only 


way to keep butter any length of time 
is to salt it. This is a mistake. 
Salt 


is undoubtedly a preservative, but not 
to the extent generally believed. The 
keeping qualities of butter depend 
chiefly upon the mode of manufacture, 
the salt being added to bring oat the 
flavor the butter already possesses. So 
well is this fact recognized that the 
dairy associations abroad are including 
in their prize-lists a class for the best 
keeping butter, the distinction being 
mude that while two supplies are often 
equally good tvhen fresh, yet one will 
be way off flavor if consumed Ion* 
after making. —New York World. 
° 


APPLE P03IACE. 


Apple pomace is a useful feed, pro- 


vided it comes from modern presses 
where straw is not used, so that it can 
be packed tightly in silos or pits and 
thus be preserved without waste. It 
is quite acid, and therefore not rel- 
ished at first. At the Illinois Station 
pigs ate very little of it for that rea- 
son. If allowed to heat] up to ninety 
legrees before the silo is covered and 
sighted, this acidity seems to be ar- 


whiob WAI at the time a flctitionn one, 
produced by a sort of boom in horse- 
flesh, produced an oTer>snpplj, and 
now tbere are too many horses for the 
market, which has for the time beeo 
somewhat diminished by the electric 
lines.

ow kept in almost every State iu the 
nion. 
This large-bodied sheep is 
for mutton; the carcass 
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advantages in working land owned by 
himself that can never accrue to him 
while the land is owned by another.

In the course of the next 
ten jears we look for a stronger pres- 
sure than ever before to be brought 
to bear upon this matter of reducing 
the size of the farm. A new style <T 
farming is gradually to come'into 
vogue that will necessitate it. The 
extension of irrigation systems and 
the growth and expansion of the sub- 
soiling idea are destined to lead'in 
the direction of intensive farmino- in 
the West.

This is the goneral fooling apparently of 
the public mind, and those organs of pub- 
lic opinion which arc in touch with tho 
govevnniont have undoubtedly aought to 
deepen thia impression. 
But thi:3 still 
loaves unexplained tho uncontradicted as- 
sertion that tho trorman government did 
apply tJO Portugal for pcrmlssidn to pass 
marines through Portuguese territory at 
Delagoa bay to tho Transvaal, nor does it 
ixplain tlio unflagging preparation of war 
material and equipment of war forccs in 
England. 
Of more forca seems tho argu- 
ment of some newspapers that tho waver- 
ing support of Russia aud Francs has ad- 
monished tho Gorman war lord that tho 
inturprotation put upon his message by 
England was pui ting him Into a hassard- 
ouB position. 


Whether this or some other consideri^- 
tion has altered tho situation, it is certain 
that the diplomatic agents of all tho gov- 
ernmonis of Europe havo bean kept busy 
in tho last few weeks and it is cspected 
tliat tho full ri^sult of their labors is not 
•yotiii the Ivuowh'dga of tho public. 


The iirst feeling of assurance ovor the 
bettor situation of tho relations with Ger- 
many is mot by notes of T\'arning thixt 
there are still possible seeda for much ran- 
cor and danger in the situation iu tho 
Transvaal, and the Venezualan. question 
is, after all, not yet settled, nor any basis 
agreed upon for its soitlemont. 


Interest in tho groat naval preparations, 
however, continued to absorb tho public 
mind. At' Woolwich tho great arsenal, 
covering 100 acres of ground, is receiving 
constant additions to Us groat store of 
naval material, and tho activity In all de- 
partments there is unabated. Tha torpedo 
factory is incraasing its output and tho 
men in that department are working many 
hours overtime. Tiio torpedoes, as fast as 
manufactured, are dispatched to Ports- 
mouth and Dover, the former tho principal 
naval station of England witii a fortilied 
harbor th.at will float tho whole of the En- 
glish navy, and tho latter tiio chief port of 
communication between England and tho 
continent. 


An editorial in The Times this morning 
suggests that a strojig hint from tho 
United States to President Crespo would 
be opportune to cimvince him of tho gro- 
tesqueuess of tlio idea that America will 
support any demands Venozuela chooses 
to make. "England,'* says Tho Times, 
willing for any direct sottlement, but 
Venezuela must take tho initiative. 
Tho 
obvious course is for Venezuela to ask tho 
United States to place hor once mora in 
communication with Groat Britain. 
If 
President Cleveland acceded to such a re- 
quest it would go far to restore the feel- 
ings of amiry thai subsisted between Eng-

It Arcs© Over Kicking a Cove Near the 
University of Virjcinla — FouRht 
With Bowie Knives and Revolvers 


y H E death of Dr. David Flour- 
noy at the Virginia Home for 
Incurables in Richmond re- 
cently recalls one of the most 
remarkable street duels in the history 
of Virginia. 
The participants be- 
longed to old and well-known Virginia 
families, und they fought with bowie 
knives and revolvers. 


Dr. Flournoy was born in Charlotte 
County, Virginia, and was reared un- 
der the strict iniluenoo and discipline 
of the Presbyterian Church. He came 
of a proud family of Virginians who 
scrupulously preserved their self-re- 
spect at all times, and were guided by 
the laws of honor as they were taught 
in Virginia under what is now known 
as the old regime. 


At the time of the duel Dr. Flour- 
noy was a medical student at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 
At the same in- 
stitution was his friend and kinsman, 
Thomas Carrington, of Arkansas. The 
latter's father was a member of the 
well-known Virginia family of that 
name. 
Flournoy and Edgar Garth 
were the prinoiiDals. 
Garth belonged 
to the daring family of that name who 
have been known in Albemarle, Va., 
for years through their fearlessness, 
coolness, and love of adventure. Both

An Amphibian Vessel That Accom- 
plishes Wonders on Shore. 


An 
*'amphibious* boat," now in 
practical 
operation 
in 
Denmark, 
would seem to have pfved the way 
for a solution of the problem involved 
in the operation of boats on the Upper 
Nile, the headwaters of the Missouri 
or othtr streams that are at times un- 
navigable by reason of shoals and 
cascades. 


The idea of a boat that could be 
used as a carriage or run on rails over 
dry land was broached many years 
ago, but the scheme was looked upon 
as impracticable. 


This latter-day 
''amphibian,of 
which an illustration is given, is no 
longer an experiment. 
It is a com- 
mercial success, and carried during 
the past summer 20,000 passengers. 


This odd-looking craft is used on 
two large lakes situated twelve miles 
from ^Copenhagen. 
The 
bodies of 
water are known as Fure So and the 
Farum So, and are divided by a nar- 
row strip of land 1100 feet in width. 


It is to cross this isthmus that the 
boat leaves the water and for the time 
being is a locomotive. 
It is practical, 
although somewhat cumbersome. The 
inventor is a Swede and the boat was 
built in Sweden. 
It is a small pass- 
enger steamer, forty-six feet in length 
and nine feet six inches beam, drawing 
from three feet to three feet six 
inches, according to the load. 
Her 
full complement of passengers is sev- 
enty. 
When loaded she weighs about 
fifteen tons. 


In build ehe is of ordinary flat bot- 
tomed type, and when in the water 
presents no unusual features, except 
that her lines fore and aft are rather 
full to admit the framework for the 
wheels.

We are accustomed to speak of every- 
thing in America as brand-now. 
It 
smells to us of varnish more than any- 
tliing else, and when we go abroad we 
say of buildings and of institutions, 
"Alas, we have notking at all of thia 
sort in America!" 
There is truth iu 
this, and yet perhaps we do not suffi- 
ciently realize how long our American 
civilization has been 
growing, 
and 
how much of the world^s history has 
been made in the last 250 years. It Is 
Interesting to find a suggestion of tbla 
nature emanating from so thoroughly 
English a source as the London Spc»ota- 
tor, the attention of which has boi^u 
drawn to the age of our American col- 
leges by a book of Illustrations of our 
university buildings. 


Let us follow out this suggestion, 
and, taking Harvard University as a 
measure of age, see where the world 
was standing at the time of the foun- 
dation of that institution. This was in 
1638. Charles I. was on the throne of 
England. Cromwell was a youm? mau, 
"guiltless of :bis country's blood,'* «nd 
had Just been turned back froDi his 
plan of coming to America. The face of 
Germany was then desolated wlih the 
Thirty Years' war. Richelieu had just 
formed the French Academy, aafl was 
In the zenith of his powex\ The Span- 
ish inquisition was pursuing its relent- 
less work, and Galileo was yet busy 
with his literary labors. It was sixty 
years before Peter the Great applied in 
London for his naval apprenticeship, 
and nearly lOO years before Frederick 
the Great came into his Inheritance. 
Wo are apt to think of English llteiu- 
ture as ante-dating our American civ- 
ilization; yet at the time the New World 
had taken on the educational and mor- 
al 6treufl:th which gave us Harvard Col- 
lege, English literature was practically 
unwritten, If we except Chaucer, Spen- 
ser and Sbakspeare. "Paradise Lost" 
was only a dream of Milton, who was 
SO years old in 1638, and then began his 
continental jouraeys. 
DiTden was G 
years i)ld; Bunyan was 10, with no 
thought of serving under Cromwell ox 
being Jailed for his views. Pope, Swift, 
Addison, Bolingbroke, Bishop Berke- 
ley, were yet unborn. 


These reflections show us how large 
a part of human history belongs t6 th« 
period since the foundation of our old« 
est university. 
Into the life of thia 
young and growing republic all these 
things entered—the growing hatred of 
absolutism, the spread of religious tol- 
.oration, the literary inspiration of Mil* 
ton's day. the artistic spirit that breath- 
ed from St. Peter's dome. The Ameri* 
can of to-day need not lack for objects 
of veneration in his own country. It is 
old enough. 
Its founders and those 
who have preserved it with sufferings 
and death, and sometimes harder sev- 
vice of living effort and denial. hav€ 
left bright spots in the dark and devioua 
strugglings 
of the human race. 
Tc 
emulate rather than to disparage theii 
character and service Is the duty and 
privilege of the inteligent patriot of to- 
day. Moreover, to consider the mattea 
from another point of view, the para^ 
dox is true that, if we are to look tc 
antiquity, the present age Is the old- 
est. 


Preshoning Sea-Water. 


*'Water, water, everywhere, nor any 
drop to drink!" is Coleridge's poetic 
phrasing of a cry that has come from 
the lips of the victims of shipwreck 
ever since the first navigation of the 
sea. If the water of the ocean were 
drinkable, not only would an enormous 
outlay be spared to ship owners, but 
one of the greatest horrors of ship, 
wreck would be abolished. Recently a 
new method has been discovered In 
Austria by which sea water can be 
made flt to drink. The water is forced 
under pressure through a filter conslst- 
•Ing of the trunk of a tree about fifteen 
feet long. The water is driven length- 
wise through the pores of the wood, 
and in three minutes, at the longest, 
issues from the end of the trunk in thin 
streams, and ia found to be free from 
salt and suitable for drinking.

Himes, also a man of great business 
prominence, was the son of Francis 
Himes, of Hanover, and his mother 
was a daughter of Daniel Barnitz. In 
his early life, he learned the trade of 
tanning, first in Hanover, and subse- 
quently in York and Philadelphia, be- 
coming an expert in the manufacture 
of leathers of the highest grades. Af- 
ter an extended trip through the "Far 
West" of that day, as far as Chicago, 
then a trading post, riding hundreds 
of miles ou horseback, he engaged for 
a short time in merchandizing at. I n - 
tcrcourge, Lancaster county, but soon 
left to assist his father in the man- 
ogement of his growing business in- 
terests 
In this school by contact 
with prominent lawyers and business 
men, he acquired a practical business 
education that made his judgement 
unusually broad and sound. 
Among 
those with whom he was particularly 
intimate was Thaddeus Stevens, in 
his early career as lawyer and politi- 
tician iu Adams Ci)unty, not only as a 
trusted legal counsellor, but as a busi 
ness associate of his father. 
fJe was 
the ardent admirer and persistent po- 
litical friend of the old Commoner, to 
the last, and was full of reminisconses 
of those earlier days of warm politi- 
cal contests over the questions of pub 
be schools, slavery, ¿c. 


He was engaged at one time in op 
erating Margaretta Furnace, in "York 
county, and this property remains as 
portion 
of his estate, although the 
lurnace has been dismantled as out 
of competition wilh more favorably 
located works. 
Tho property origin- 
ally comprised 
Woodstock Furnace 
Forge, a iiouring mill, ore banks, &c , 
the half interest of which belonging 
to his father's estate he purchosed. 
His excellent Judgement of the value 
and capabilities of real estate of all 
descriptions made him a frequent pur- 
chaser and at times on a larfie PCide. 


For forty years ho was a director 
of tho York & Petersburg Turnpike 
Company, and for iitteen years Pres 
idcutof ihe Petersburg and Gettys- 
burg Turnpike 
Company. 
At the 
time of his death be was Vice Pres 
ident 
of the 
Gettysburg 
National 
Bank, of which he had been a Direc- 
tor i-jv more than half a century, and 
meeting of whose board seldom occur- 
red without his presence. 
In local 
affairs Mr. Himes always took a deep 
and active interest. 
Even under the 
weight of years hie mind was active 
and unclouded, and when for a few 
months he was cuniiued to the house 
his intelligent interest in everything 
continued unabated. 


Ho was president of the first build- 
ing and loan association ever organ- 
ized here, in which 5^00,000 were han- 
dled without the loss of a penny and 
without a suit to any stockholder. 
When the borough was organized in 
1874: he was among the first to be 
elected to the Towu Council, and was 
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K S A R R I E D .

USES OF ABESTOS. 


I 


BcixinrXncombustiblet It Is a Valnablo 
Compound in Many ludiistricft« 


Asbestos Is a wonderful substance. 
The name comes from a Greek word 
meaning inconsumable. 
Fire will not 
burn It, acids -will not gnaw it, weatQior 
will not corrode It 
It is the paradox 
of mlnei^s, for It is quarried Just like 
marble. The flbera of which it is com*, 
pasod are soft as silk and fine and 
feathery onough -to float on water. Yet • 
In the mine«s lihey are so compressed 
tlhat they are hiu^ and cryatalline like 
stone. 
Altlioug'h tHie substance has 
been known for ages in the form of 
mountain cork or mountuin leather, 
comparatively little has been learned 
as to its ffeoloffical history and forma- 
tion. A legend te-lla how the Emperor 
Oharloinagne, being possessed of a ta- 
blecloth woven of asbestos, w\is accus- 
tomed to 'astonish his guests by gather- 
ing It up after the meal, casting it Into 
tíie fire, and withdrawing It later, 
clcanaed, but unconsumed. 
Yet, al- 
though the marvelous attributes of as- 
bestos have boon knowm for so long, 
they were turned to little practical use 
until about twenty years ago. 
Since 
that time tho manufacture of the mate- 
rial lias grown until it can take its place 
with any of the industi-ies of this coun- 
try. Indeed, so rapid ihas been its pix)- 
gress and development that there is 
almost no literature of any kind on tho 
subject, and. to tho popular mind, it is 
still one of tlliose inexplieable things. 


Up to the late 
nearly all the as- 
bestos used to come from the Italian 
Alps and from Syria, but one day ex- 
plorers discovered a rich deposit in the 
eastern township of Quebec. Compan- 
ies wero formed, and, in 1S79, the mines 
were opened. 
Remarkable as It may 
soem, however, although tlie Canadians 
started factories, in tho operation of 
which they were substantially backed 
by English capital, it was an American 
concern, with headquarters in New 
York, that developed tho Industiy most 
rapidly. Tho company has now grown 
so large that It has branches in nearly 
all of the large cities of th(i counti*y 
and the macliiuery used is specially 
made and peculiarly adapted to the 
manufacture of asbestos articles. There 
are also a large number of factories In 
England. 
The veins of chrysotile. as 
the Canadian asbestos^ is called, ai-a 
from two to four inches In thickness, 
and are separated by lliin layers of 
hornblende crystals. 
The nearer to 
the surface the vein runs, the coai'ser 
are tho fibers and the less valuable. The 
mining is done by the most improved 
macliincry. 
Holes ai'e di'llled in long 
rows into t'ho sides of tho cliffs by 
moans of steam drills. Tliey are then 
loaded with dynamite and exploded 
simultaneously in such a way that a 
whole ledge of the rock falls at once. 
Then the workmen break out as much 
of the pure asbestos as possible, load it 
into tubs or ti'ucks, which are hoisted 
out and run along to the "cobhouse." 
Here scores of boys are kept busily em- 
ployed crumbling or "cobbling" tho 
pieces of rock away from the asbes- 
tos and throwing the good fiber to one 
side, \vhere it is placed in sacks for 
shipment to the factory. The greatest 
work In connection with the mining of 
asbestos Is in disposing of the waste 
rock and the refuse of the quany. Only 
about one-twenty-fifth of tho material 
quarried as real asbestos, and the rocky 
parts have to be caiTiod to the dumps 
at great expense. 
As the asbestos 
comes from the mine it is of a greenish 
hue, and the edges are furred with loose 
fibers. The more nearly white asbestos 
Is the better its gi'ade. The length of 
fiber Is also of great Importance, the 
longest being the most valuable. From 
the mines the asbestos is taken to the 
manufactories in the United States.— 
Encrineer.

some water in all butter and as the air 
evaporates its place is filled by air. 
This introduces germs into the butter 
and injured its keeping 
qualities.—

SALT AS A PRESERVATTVE. 


Many people imagine that the only 
way to keep butter any length of time 
is to salt it. 
This is a mistake. 
Salt 
is undoubtedly a preservative, but not 
to the estent generally believed. 
The 
keeping qualities of butter depend 
chiefly upon the mode of manufacture, 
the salt being added to bring out the 
flavor the butter already possesses. So 
well is this fact recognized that the 
dairy associations abroad are including 
in their prize-lists a class for the best 
keeping butter, the distinction being 
made that while two supplies are often 
equally good when fresh, yet one will 
be way off flavor if consumed Ion 
lafter making.—New York World.
